Lady Juliana Penn was the daughter of Thomas Fermor, Earl of Pom- 
fret; she married Thomas Penn (1702-1775), the son of William Penn, 
founder of Pennsylvania, who with his brother succeeded his father as joint- 
proprietor of the colony in 1718. The painting hung in Pennsylvania Castle, 
Portland Isle, Dorset, which was built about 1800 for John Penn, her son and 
Governor of Portland Isle. J. Merrick Head, Esq., purchased the castle in 
1887, with all its historical contents, thereby acquiring the above portrait. 

Lady Juliana Penn was lady-in-waiting to Queen Charlotte, wife of 
George III. She is mentioned in the letters of Horace Walpole. Two other 
portraits of her are owned by historical societies in Philadelphia.
